YALE MEN HAVE BIGGER LUNGS 

Dr. Msy of M.ichigan Finds That New 
Haven Freshmen Excel His. 

Dr. May of the I'nlverslty of Mich 
Ign has compared the statistics of his 
.men class with those of the Yale 
men. He develops the fact that 
In one particular only have the Yale 
freshmen any decided advantage, and 
that Is In lung capacity. The figures 
are Cifi against 243. 

Dr. May ascribes this to the great 
er opportunities for physical training 
In the schools of the east. The aver- 
age age and weight of the eastern 
1911 man is slightly greater. Yale ha- 
more habitual tobacco users. Of the 
Michigan freshmen 18.76 per cent, use 
tobacco customarily, while 40 per cent 
use It at Yale. 

Dr. May reports that 145 of the sOO 

students he examined wore glasses, 
bnt mote should have had them. Of 
the students about 150 suffered from 
various deformities, such as stoop 
shoulders, flat feet and cutvlture of 
the spine. However, they are better 
physically than the 1910 claBS al 
Michigan, and Dr. May hopes that 
his 1912 class will have bigger lungs 
than the Yale men.

In a speech nt Lexington Presi- 
dent Patterson, of the State Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, said that the 
Anglo-Saxon would eventually. ] 
rule the world. That the purest 
Anglo-Saxon blood of America 
was found in Kentucky and Tenn- 
essee. While congratulating the 
State on the hill making Kentucky 
State College a University, he em- 
phasized the fact that the Univer- 
sity was developed as it should he, 
and more money would he required 
than ever. In addition to the di- 
rect appropriation of $200,000 the 
University will receive about $'20,- 
000 more from the State this year 
than beibre, making the annual 
income more than $100,000. 

Illinois State University receiv 
$1,500.0000,. Harvard, |1,600,000 
and Cornell, which is like the State 
University of Kentucky, a land 
grant school, has an annual 
come of $1,900,000. President 
Patterson declared, however, that 
if the State and the people of Ken- 
ucky would do their duty he 
hoped to see the State University 
of Kentucky take the rank one 
held by old Transylvania College, 
hich was in its day the Harvard 
of the West.
